This does not mean that the admin- 
istration will let up in its efforts to 
ameliorate the feeling in Colombia 
against the United States. The main 
thing Colombia wants is money and the 
sum demanded is $25,000,000. chief 
objection to ‘the Colombia treaty was 
that Colombia offered nothing in return 
for the $25,000,000. : 


U. S.. Wants Darien Bay. 

Colombia has something which naval 
officers earnestly desire to obtain, and 
that is Darien bay, near the entrance to 
the canal. Darien bay could be made 
into one of the best naval bases in the 
world, according to officers of the navy 
department, and should be obtained by 
the United States. 

Colombia also may be asked to offer to 
the United States the Atrato oanal route. 
The provision of the treaty: granting 
Colombia the free passage of her ships 
through the Panama canal will be elim- 
inated. 

Canvass Shows Plan Stopeless. 

The defeat of the Colombia treaty was 
due to the opposition of the entire Re- 
publican membership of the*senate, with 
the exception of Senator Knox of Penn- 
sylvania, and the lack of enthusiasm on 
the:part of a number of Democratic sen- 
ators. 

After the session yesterday the admin- 
istration leaders canvassed the situa- 
tion and found it would be impossible 
to muster two-thirds of the senate = 
favor of the treaty.
